One of the most remarkable, and at the same time most satisfactory, fra- j 
tures of the great strike in Great Britain is tho way in which the people kept 
their tempers and passions umler control. With millions of men on strike, 
and many millions more dependent on them for support, and all feeling more 
or less bitter against the Government and those throughout the country op¬ 
ined to the strike, it is little short of the miraculous that rioting and Indul- 
genre in excesses of all kinds was not general. > 

Then, too, the sttike imposed discomforts, inconvenience, and in some 
cast s even hardship on every other citizen. Had short tempers and the voic¬ 
ing ot bitter complaints and the development of bitternesses of all kind* been 
the rule it would not have been surprising. It would have been oxpectNI in 
almost any country. But despite any and all provocation the people of Bri¬ 
tain k«*pt their heads, remaining, with few exceptions, calm and unruffled. 

It speaks volumes for the sturdy character of the British people, and their 
inherent loyalty, that they have thus "played the game.” Glim and deter¬ 
mine,'. ns both sides to the dispute proved themselves 1o be they wage battle 
for a principle, and the strikers in more ways than one proved the truth of 
their assertion that they were not fighting Britain, but for what they conceiv¬ 
ed to be the highest and truest interests of the country. British labor in this 
struggle—the greatest In the history of the country—demonstrated that it is 
not Communistic nor Bolshevistic. 

The "Reds" in Russia welcomed tho British strike with unconcealed joy. , 
For years tliej have been stri\ing to convert the British worker to commun¬ 
ism. They have desired the overthrow of the present form of government 
ami have conspired and intrigued to bring about a Soviet republic in Britain. 
The Moscow * Reds" thought success was in sight and promptly offered mil¬ 
lions of rubles to assist the British strikers. The money was just as prompt¬ 
ly declined by the British labor leaders. British labor had an issue to fight 
out with the Government, but they had no desire nor intention of destroying 
the Government. The strike will have served at least one valuable purpose, 
in thus proving to the world the inherent loyalty and saneness of the rank 
and file of British people. 

Undoubtedly the British Government and the overwhelming majority of 
the people are in lull sympathy with the desire of the strikers for the creation 
oi the bntt possible working conditions, hours of labor and pay. There is no 
difference ef opinion as to the desirability and necessity of solving the co.-tl 
mining problem in the British Isles. Where the Government and the major* 
Itx took ssue with the strikers was in the method adopted by the latter to en¬ 
force their own views ami opinions upon the eountiy, namely, through a gen¬ 
eral strike to deprive all people of the conveniences and necessities of life 
ami thus force them into submission. 

If there is on * national characteristic of the British race it is their love 
of freedom and fair play. They will not be forced, nor bow to dictation. | 
And the strikers made an irreparable blunder when they sought by depriving 
all the people of means of transportation and other essential services to force 
compliance with their own wishes. It is not "fair play” to impose discomfort, | 
los.s and suffering upon innocent millions of people in order to "get at” those 
in authority with whom the strikers had a quarrel. This smacked too much 
of German military methods inflicted upon innocent Belgium in order to strike ( 
a blow at France. 

Furthermore, while people generally are anxious that all necessary re¬ 
form s in the coal industry shall be effected as quickly as possible, they resent

Methods which may appeal in Soviet Russia are not acceptable to the 
liberty-loving Anglo-Saxon.

The British workers proved their 
loyalty to Britain by refusing Soviet money, and by their declaration that they 
were engaged in a purely domestic struggle which in no way involved their 
national honor. But they made a mistake in adopting Soviet-strong arm

Sheep and lambs were ;i paying 
branch of livestock In 1925, says the 
market intelligence dl/lsion of the 
livestock branch at Ottawa iu its Math 
annual review. Supplies were quite 
abort, but on the other hand, a keen 
demand for breeding ewes and feeder, 
lambs would indicate that producers 
are alive to the situation. In fact the 
short marketings were probably due in 
some degree to the holding back of 
stock for breeding. However, that 
may be, the faet remains that the mar¬ 
ketings of sheep and lambs were llm 
smallest In volume last year of any 
since 1920. 

Dealing explicitly with the situation 
the review suggests that an encourag- 
<Ing feature is found In the extremely 
keen and Insist! nt demand for breed¬ 
ing stork. Altogether 36,581 head of 
ewes anil lambs were returned to the 
country either for breeding or further 
breeding. Another thing that puts a 
better complexion on the short supply 
figures is ’the faet that numbers of 
lambs suitable tor breeding were kept 
back from slaughter and either retain¬ 
ed on the farms where raised or sold 
direct to prospective producers. The 
'review concludes with the remark 
I "Undoubtedly there is a healthy 
growih now taking place."

exploitation. Mineral resources may 
be forever wasted by using up tho 
high grade ores and neglecting tho 
lower grade. This is known as "pick¬ 
ing the eyes out of a mine." Forest 
reserves may he depleted in a genera¬ 
tion through fire, insert ravages and 
Indiscriminate cutting. Fisheries 
which, with rare, might be maintain- 
tained in perpetuity, may he exhaust¬ 
ed through excessive and unrestricted 
prey upon given areas and specific 
'.aperies. Tile gradual depletion of 
the magnificent sturgeon and of tlm 
sperm whale are but two examples of 
this. 

The public conscience is gradually 
becoming awakened however. Re¬ 
sponsible officials are pointing the way 
I to more business-like regulations and 
their efficient enforcement. The ex¬ 
haustible portion of our natural herit¬ 
age may yet be preserved for genera¬ 
tions yet unborn, ami at that, with no 
appreciable sacrifice of Immediate 
needs or legitimate gain.

Lieut.-Commander Ryrd, who flew 
over the North Pole, was able to know 
that he had accomplished that feat by 
making observations of the sun’s posi¬ 
tion. Using a new sextant carrying a 
bubble in liquid which served as an 
arliflcl.il horizon, Conunnnder Ryrd 
was able to locate the Polo within 20 
miles. Ilefore sailing north, lie ex¬ 
plained that he would know lie was 
over the Pole when the altitude of the 
sun above the horizon equalled the 
sun’s declination, which was given In 
the nautical almanac he carried.

Decipher Old Celtic Calendar 

Scientists Find Their Year Was 
Composed of 355 Days 


The cutting of the white sweet 
clover must be high. The new growth 
does not come from buds at the crown 
like alfalfa or red clover, hut from 
buds on the steins. If there arc no 
live buds below where it is cut the 
plant will be killed. The ordinary 
mower does not admit of being adjust* 
ed as high is it should be. Exten¬ 
sions can be put on the shoes to hold 
the sickle bar four to six inches from 
the ground, or a harvester or hinder 
may l>»* used. The hay can be left 
on the ground to cure, the same as al¬ 
falfa. In the humid seasons the liny 
contains a large percentage of water, 
and is slow in curing. We found It 
somewhat more difficult to cure than 
alfalfa. 

The sweet clover leaves are very 
brittle and easily broken off when dry. 
For this reason the hay must be hand¬ 
led carefully, or there will be a big 
loss. A favorite method of handling 
Is to cut with a grain liar.eater and 
hind, just as the first bloom buds ap¬ 
pear. The bundles should be very 
small, and set up two by two to dry, 
and then stacked similar to grain. 
The cutting can be mad»* high, *,o that 
a second cutting comes on promptly. 
If ilie hay is rather coarse it may be 
put through a cutting box to good ad¬ 
vantage. If tin? .*ceond cutting is al¬ 
lowed to bloom before cutting if can 
he put in a silo, or the first cutting, if 
too rip** for hay, may be left until a 
full bloom and some seed i-et, and 
then siloed. The ripe* hay makes ex¬ 
cellent silage, bill very green hay does 
not. Excellent silage can be made 
of hall corn and half sweet clover, 
while* green, or by refilling with dry 
hay and fodder and adding water to 
wet it down. * 

We find it best to cut two crops of 
hay on part of our ytdlow sweet clov¬ 
er, and not try to g.-t a hay and seed 
crop. If any wild oats, mustard, or 
other weeds start on the swoet clov¬ 
er, we clip it very early, before it is 
large enough for hay, ami leave: the 
clipping on the ground. Taking off a 
hay crop cuts the seed production if 
tin* season ia dry. The white may be* 
caught by frost when I lee second crop 
Is depended on for seed.

Figures issued at Ottawa show 
that employment at the beginning 
of April was practically unchanged 
as compared with the previous 
month, while the situation was 
more favorable than on April 1 in 
any of the last five years, in four 
of which a downward trend was 
indicated on that date. Manufac¬ 
turing showed improvement and 
transportation and construction 
registered greater expansion than 
usual. 


Recent improvement in Oriental 
trade is being indicated by the heavy 
cargoes carried by the last few lin¬ 
ers sailing for Japan and China 
from the Port of Vancouver. Van¬ 
couver merchants view the partial 
recovery in the volume of business 
being done with China as a sure 
sign that the country is coming back 
to normal. This improvement is 
noted especially in the recent heavy 
bookings of the Canadian Pacific 
steamers.
